Claims 1-26 are allowed because the prior art of record does not disclose or 
suggest a method or apparatus for finding the boundary between words in a data 
stream of data bits, including determining the sequence of bits defining a word, 
selecting a data signal defining a word boundary, adding the word boundary with the 
bits of the data word, serializing the latter, sending out in parallel with the data bits a bit 
clock synchronized with the data bits, causing the bit clock to maintain a constant logic 
level, and determining the word boundary by sensing the word boundary while the bit 
clock is at a constant logic level.
